trunefer to Generul Ulysses 8, Grant, who has
this day becn authorized and empowered to not
fs Beeretary of War ad inferim. all records,
books, papers, and other public property now in
your custody and charge.

but to submit, under protest, to superior force.

Upon this broad and general issue Btanton
has been displaced, and General Grant, in step-
ping into the vacanoy, takes the popular infla-
ence with him from SBtanton and his radloal fao-
tion over to the side of the Administration.
This 18 an Important polnt gained. But It 1s
only the beginning of the work required of Mr.
Johvson Lo clear the traok of radieal obstruo
tions. We have heard enough within the last
few days of the want of baock bone and harmony
in his Uabinet, to antiafy us that the suspension
of Stanton will only weaken the Administra-
Hon if pot followed up by other suspensions.
‘In for a ponny, in for & pound.” KFrom the
Siate Derartment down Lo the Attorney-Gene-
ral2a new Cabinet I8 wantod to sustalin and
strengthen General Grant and the President In
this new polivical departure. The Cablnet under
Mr. Jobnron has heen a patchwork Cabinet
long enough, and, having broken ground for a
decisive reconstruction, he ought to make of it
A clean plece of work, beginning, Il not already
wrllitén, with a couarleous letter, embracing
many thanks, requesting Mr, Seward Lo retire.
That old “Paul Pry,” Thurlow Weed, amon
other things to be considered, will thus be go
rid of, In & similar step whereby *“Honest Old
Abe” was relleved of the annoyanoes of the
Blalr family.

Mr, Johneon is vindicating his reputation for
obstinaocy. He has resolved to rid the Govern-
ment of all who refuse to nupa::rt his polloy,
aud has begun with Mr, Stanton, Warnings
and remonstrances have been dlsregarded,
Tne dengerof doing that which exhibiws the
Executive In an altitndeof lmplacable hostilivy
to Congress 18 unheeded. He Insists upon his
right to throw down the gauntlet, and musy
tnke the consequences.

How long other members of the Cablnet ean
nflord Lo share the odlum which attaches Lo
Mr. Johnson'sn present ocourse, |8 a problem
which thelr friends find diMoult o solving,
To sympnthize with the principles professed
bf the President, and to concede the Emprlmy
of the views on which his polley has unti]
recently been snpposed to rest, is one thing,
Todivide with him the respousibility of a gra-
tultous and unprofitable war upon the mens
sures of Congre:g—io take lssue with the Ite-
}mbllmn party on the fundamental polnts of
ts policy, and identify themselves with the
enemlies of that party and of the Union—is
anolber and tolally different thing. The
latter, however, I8 undoubledly the ftion
which every Cabinet officer must hold who,
actively or impliedly, makes himself in any
manner a party to the purpoge manifested In
the suspension of Mr. Stanton, Are Mr. Han-
dnll and Mr, Seward prepared to encounterthis
responsibilily? Are they willing to be sus-
pected of partiolpation in a course which alms
ut the decapitation of tried servants and cham-
g!lons of the Unlon to gratify the muligull.iy of

r, Johnson, and give eflect Lo Lthe sugeestions

counsel? These inguiries are echoed by thou-
gands, who, amid the copflict of the last few
monpths, have never losl faith in the Unlonism
of these departmental chiefs.

Meanwhile General Grant adminlsters the
affalrs of the War Department. An altempt
will be made to Invest the cirenmstance with
a significance wholly nnwarrnuted, Through
many channels it will be asserted that General
Grant’s compliance with the call indlcates his
approval of Mr, Stanton’s removal, and conse-
quently of the policy which exacts Lthat proceed-
ing. On this bead, fortunately, there s no
room for Mmisrepresentation, UGeneral Grant
has pot allowed bis habitual reticence Lo leave
thecountry in doubt as to his positlon on the
great oceasion of difference between Congress
and the Executive, Hesupporis the plan of
Copgress, ane 1s in favor of its prompt and
vigorous enforcement., The Copperhead coun-
seﬁora of Mr, Johnson will derive no succor
from General Grant, Hla acceptance of the
duties as Seore I8 temporary and formal,
and will neither blind him to the mischlefs
breeding tendencles of the Presldent's jaction,
nor lmpair the efficacy of the bucking he glves
to 8herldan, Pope, and other objects of execu-
Ave hostility.
= Other nl.te!l;lptn will probably be heard of de-
signed to damage Mr. Stanton's departmental
reputation, and produce an lmpression Lhal the
suspension proceeds from other than political
canses, -But this mancuyre will avall Mr.
Johneon nothing. It s Loo lale to push this or
any simllar pretense, For the fact standsout
shiarp and clear, that Mr, Johnson found no
fault with Mr. Stenton until the positive adhe-
slon of the latter to the policy of Congress
brought down upon him the vengeance of his
superior. No amount of ingenully on the part
of the President or his friends will hide or alter
the complexion of the act of yesterday or of the
rogramme into which 1t enters. Mr. Stanton
s removed, not for mal-administration, or cor-
roption, or any wrong-dolng ol any sort, bat
solely and simply a8 a punlshment of his sturdy
Unionlsm and his unylelding antagonism Lo
the pro-Itebel poliey of the President.

Johnson, for It |s only since that date that Pre-
sident Johnson has been responsible for him,
The first consplenous thing that Stanton did
aufter Mr, Johnson became President, was his
atlempt 1o ruin Genernl Sherman sud Lo lower
and disparage Geveral Grant, Telegrams were
sent to our generals In the South to disregard
the orders of Sherman, He was publicly ac-
cused by the Secrotary of War OIP disloyalty
sud perfidy. A most elaborate and persistent
atlempt was made by Stanton and nis satel-
lites to  polson the pablle mind agalnst
that {llustrions soldler, who showed hls indlg-
nani resentment, on his return to Washington,
by refusing the hand and repelling the advances
of Btanton, Had this attempt agalnst Sherman
succeeded, Grant was to have been involved 1n
the same ruin, The nﬂuuruultg of the terms
r.ranmd to Lee was spurned by Stanton, whose
ngenuity suggested a method of clroumventing
Goperal Grant’s promise of lmmunity to the
gurrendered Revels, Stapton sought o raln
those 1llustrions soldiers in the very hour of
thelr irinmph, as he had previously rulned
Genaral Mcblellan; because he hoped that If the
prestige of military suceess made anybody Pre-
sldent, It wonld be himself, whose servile flat-
terers wore pleased to eall him “the Carnot of
the war,' and **the organizer of victorles,"

After this ignoble attempt to rain the reputa-
tion of our great generals, the next lnmmir pers

etrateld by Blanton was pnoking a Milltary
ommission to try Mrs, Burratt and the other
alleged conspirators, in time of peace, and in
violation of law. At first he had this ﬁnlltnry
Commission, which was packed with his erea-
Lures, it 68 a secret Bray Chamber with closed
doors; but after a few days, the pablle indigna-
tion compelled him to throw open the procesd-
ings to publieity,
hen Stanton saw that the President was
likely to adopt a bealing and eonciliatory feal-
ing towards the South, he slunk out of publlc
view, like asnake in the rass, and plotted the
polltlcnl destruction of the President and
General Grant, It seemed to Staalon in the
sutumn of 1865, that if Mr. Johnson's reconsiruc-
tion polioy succesded, it would maite him Pre-
sident again, if any oivillan; while it a military
man was preferred, no elalms conld compare
with General Grant's. In elther contingency,
Stanton would not be President himself, He
therefore used his influence with leading Re-
publicans to sour themn ageinst Mr. Johnson
and lils polioy, in which he stnoceaded; and at
the same time he conducted a uounber-rmt to
get General Grant committed to the polley of
the President, in the hope of thus removiag
two snpposed rivals at once. General Grant
was sent South on & tour of obsarvation, that he
might report favorably on the fitness of the
South for immediate readmisslon, while
Stevens, Sumner, and the radical cabal in Con-
gress were fed with reports of mallgnant
Southern disloyalty.

All this time Stanton kept out of viaw, pre-
tending to devole himself to merely admlnls-
trative dutles, and to stand aloof from pollitics,
He did nol wish to commit himselfyuntil the
near approach of the Presidential election dis-
closed the final temper of the publiec mind,
But he is now suddenly flung out of office
agalnst his expectation, and all his aspirations
have mis¢arried, Even in the recent transac-
tions, Btanton has discloged the same perslstent
wisli Lo head off the pretensions of every popu~
lar General. He feared that If Sherldan were
removed, the réemoval wotld make him the
radieal candldate. BStanton therefore angrll
remonstrated, holasted the radleal colors, an
made himself as ingolent and offensive as pos«
sible to the President, for the purposs of divid~
ing apd weakening the radical sympathy for
i:‘-ri?rldsu by drawing o large partof it to him-
sell,

The War Department is, for the presont, In
the disereet and able hands of General Grant,
As Congress 1s to meet in November, we wish
thnt General Grany might superintend the De-
partment during the short lutervening period,
and untll the Senate shall have decided on the
snfMiclency of the Presldent's reasons for re-
moving Stanton.

Cabinet Removals—Some Historical Ex-
amples.
From the National Intelligencer, August 12,

In every admipistration of the executive
fhwﬁrn ment sinee the Unlon was formed there
1ave occurred some alfferences or misunder-
standings among Lis raem bers, or bstween gome
one or more of them nod the Presldent.
Hriend jealousies and asplrations for the Presi-
dency sometimes disturb s harmony; wihile
ever-chnnging party relantlons are also s prin-
clpul source of dissenslon, Soclwl relations,
too, have not always besn observod among
heads of departments, and these have, ut least
in one prominent instance, combloed with pos
Hileal fnlluences o {)rnallmu 0 Cabloet orists,

In the naministration of General Washington
there ocenrred only one instance of a personal
and politieal character enusing the dismissnl of
a member of the Cabinet, Edmund Randolph,
Becretary of State, was dismissaed on account of
an nlleged correspondence in conpectlon of
some sort with Cltizen Genet, the Franch Min.
ister, who had placed himsolf In hostility to the
government and peutral polley of the Unilted
Bintes,

In the administration of John Adams dissan-
Ltions srose not fmlr in reference to the suooes-
glon, but the President’s polley In relation to
Franee. This ditfoalty resalled in the abruapt
dismissal of Timothy Pickering, Becretary of
Siate, and James McHenry, Secretary of War,
Mr, Adams' anxiely to counclliate France, at a
tlme when war was expeoted, and by the Fede-
rial party even courted, was the chlef eause of
this rupture, It produoced a great ferment fo
the publie mind, and bronght apon Mr, Adams
the censure of the Federal “'f'

In the administratlons of Jefferson, Madlson,
Monroe, and J. Q. Adams, there ococurred rap
tores on every difflenlty, causlog s dismissal of
every member of the Cabinet.

In the midst of thess contentions the puablic
were surprised by the announcement that the
Cabinet Ministers had all resigned, The Seore-
tary of War, General Eaton, 1ed Lthe way, assign-
ing no resson. He was followed by Mr. Van
Buren, who asslgned us a reason tual cireum-
ftinces had presented him as a candldate for
the succession to the Presldenoy, and that 1t
was highlylmrru;mr for one In that situntion
to remain in the Cablonet. Samuel D, Ingham,
Secretary of the Treasury, and Mr. Branch,
Hecretary of the Navy, thaen resigned thelr com-
missions, which were accepted by the Presi-
dent in a formal letter, expressing his
satisfaction with their oficlal conduot, Mr
Berrlon, Altorney-General, was absent, bub
on his return he also resigned. General
Jackson soon after stated Iln a publie form,
that he bad come to the conclusion that he
must entirely renew hls Cabinet., It came to-
gether, he sald, *'In great barmony, and as a
unit, Under the clrenmstances
jound myself I conld not but percelve the pro-
priety of selecting a Cablnel composed of
entirely new materials, ng being calonlated, in
this respeoct, at least, to command puablle con-
fldenee and satisfy public opinton.’” Two
months afterwards Mr, Berrlen made s com-
munication to the publie which threw muaoh
Hght upon the real eause of the deposition of
the Cabinet, He also showed thet the want of
harmony ending In the dissointion had ex-
isted for same time, and that It was caused by
o soolal gnestion that bhad arisen respecting the
families of the several bheads of depariments
and that of the Becretary of War.

Hoon afler the accession of Gensral Jackson
to the Presidenoy, the gquestion of the succes-
slon to the office, at the next torm. before pro-
minent, between the friends of Mr, Van Buren,
then Becretary of State, and those of Mr. Cal-
houn, the Vice-President, though all were sup-
wortere of General Jackson's adminlstration,
Lemm to move on different lines towards the
next election.
